IVOR R. LEWIS 

Across the Company word of the death of Mr. Ivor Rhys 
Lewis, former Director and Staff Superintendent, which oc¬ 
curred at his home in Toronto on Wednesday, November 26, 
has saddened a wide circle of friends and associates. 

Mr. Lewis had a brilliant career with the Company over 
a period of 39 years prior to his retirement in February 1950. 
His association with Eaton’s was distinguished by his great 
diversity of talent (he was artist, actor, sculptor, writer) 
and to staff and management alike his sense of humour, his 
deep and sincere interest in his fellowman, his ability to 
handle staff, his artistic skill, his dramatic talents endeared 
him to everyone with whom he came in contact.

A native of Wales, Mr. Lewis came to Canada as a child, was educated in Toronto schools, 
studied to be an artist and came in 1911 to Eaton’s Fine Arts Gallery. He transferred 
to City Advertising, in 1919 was appointed Advertising Manager and pioneered in the elab¬ 
orate and dramatic form of illustration which is so widely used in retail advertising today.. 
In 1932 he was given the added responsibilities of Sales Promotion and Merchandise Dis¬ 
play, Employment and Wages Supervisor, in 1935 was appointed Supervisor of Publicity 
and Public Relations and Staff Superintendent, a position he held until his retirement. His 
appointment as Director was announced in 1942. 

All this time he was known outside the Store—and appreciated in it—for his success in 
the arts. The year 1936 brought him honour as winner of the Governor-General’s award 
for best actor in the Dominion Drama Festival. His radio work made him known to hun¬ 
dreds and as a working gardener he had a special fondness for rare varieties of begonias. 
All these talents and interests combined to make Ivor Rhys Lewis a man who will be 
sadly missed by Eatonians across the Company.

MULTIPLE-SCLEROSIS SOCIETY OF CANADA 

This is a Society for Advancement in Research to find out more about the crippling 
disorder of the nervous system which results in increasing and unforeseeable crippling 
effects until the patient is “sick unto death.” Unlike many diseases where, when the 
attack is over, the damage can be checked and efforts made to build up the body’s 
resources again. Multiple Sclerosis is never really over, except ih a very few fortunate 
cases. It is today a very serious threat to the general health of our population, and espe¬ 
cially so when one considers it usually finds its victims in the 20-45. or earning-capacity, 
age group. 

THE WHEEL CHAIR CENTRE 

Founded and operated for some years as a rehabilitation and training centre for handi¬ 
capped post-polio and paraplegic girls, this Centre has now broadened to help others. 
Partly under Federal Government help, the Centre will now expand to take care of men 
and women from other organizations, in so far as their special work is concerned. The 
patients are taught how to cope with their disabilities from a social standpoint as well 
as how to learn crafts that can enable them towards some self-support.
